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Chemists Make 
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Cafeteria Improvement Needed 

Why is it that during the early part of each semester the 
cafeteria is host to a multitude of patronizers but, as the 
semester progresses, finds that it must blink with bewilder- 
ment when the early subscribing throngs steadily dwindle 
from that of a full fleet toa mere flotilla? 

Answers to the riddle can be heard flowing deep anh fast 
in the cafeteria by both students and faculty alike during 
the traditional “coffee clutch.” During the lunch and dinner 
hours the following criticisms are typical: 

“This is the first time I've ever found a baked potato 
that was french fried!” 

Another student complained, “... and after being offered 





the 65 cent dinner, I find at the cash register that the tab | 
comes to 85 cents. I guess I could have asked for an ex- | 
planation but—for a difference of 20 ce: ts—I didn’t want | 


to appear ‘chintzy’.” But will this student ever again “ap- 
pear” in the cafeteria line? 

One diner was observed deftly and deliberately placing a 
napkin over one portion of her lunch so that the remainder 
might appear more appetizing. Her comment: Ordinarily 
I like potato salad but look at this—now, really! 

A common complaint is that 4 lack of dietetic balance 
in individual meal planning is evident. Too many starches is 
a familiar criticism. Voiced often is the wish that the quan- 
tity and quality of the food served could positively correlate 
with the cheerful personalities of those who serve it. Or 
again, if the food served could easily be recognized as meas- 
uring up to the standard of the fine equipment from which 
it is produced. 

Appreciation for the task of “ironing out the wrinkles” 
through experimentation in any newly organized function 
should indeed receive full understanding and sympathy. But 
hundreds of meals have been served in the cafeteria and it 
is hoped that improvement will be recognized in the im- 
mediate offing. 

The boast that the cafeteria is a “non-profit”? operation 
is deceiving because the non-profit is a result of a dearth
